Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the

zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as 
Mr. Smith says, " the German eco-

Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the 


American, 
British 
and 
French 


zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as 
Mr. Smith says, " the German eco- 
nomy cannot support them and. of 
course, the United States

cannot support them indefinitely."

Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the 


American, 
British 
and 
French 


zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as 
Mr. Smith says, " the German eco- 
nomy cannot support them and. of 
course, the United States 
Army 


cannot support them indefinitely." 


All this has been argued before. 


But now, all of a sudden, the argu- 
ments are being listened to. One 
treason for the Middle West's intcr-

Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the

zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as

Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the 


American, 
British 
and 
French 


zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as 
Mr. Smith says, " the German eco- 
nomy cannot support them and. of

The nutritional education of the 


American people has developed c- 
normously in the last five years, 
largely as a result of the war ef- 
fort and 
of improved economic 


conditions. 


Until they reach.the age of H) or 


12, children have little opportunity 
to select their own food unless Hie- 
ir parents are aware of the desir- 
ability of their learning to do so. 
The school lunch program has been 
an important element in directing 
the attention of parents and child- 
len to the importance of proper 
food selection. 
Children • should acquire early in 
life a willingness to accept, pas- 
teurized milk, the ordinary Veget- 
ables (cooked or raw),: fruits, who- 
le-gi amcd cereals and breads, eggs 
and simple desserts. Children who 
are sweet-lovers usually cat an in- 
edequate diet, for normal children 
seldom crave sweets. 
The school day should start with 


a good breakfast consisting of pas- 
teurized milk, tomato juice or a 
citius fruit, an egg, and a whole- 
grained cereal or toast. Coffee has 
no place in the diet of children, 
for it tends to displace milk. 


Make Lunch Nourishing 
The school lunch should include 


pasteurized milk and a main dish 
of protein food, such as beans,.eggs 
macaroni or spaghetti made with 
cheese or moat. A thick meat soup 
is also a good main item, .and it 
may contain some vegetable. 


Whole-grain bread should be us- 


ed for at least one sandwich is the 
lunch is carried, and the sandwich 
filler should be egg, cheese, meat, 
fowl, or peanut butter.

The school lunch program has been 
an important element in directing 
the attention of parents and child- 
len to the importance of proper 
food selection. 
Children • should acquire early in 
life a willingness to accept, pas- 
teurized milk, the ordinary Veget- 
ables (cooked or raw),: fruits, who- 
le-gi amcd cereals and breads, eggs 
and simple desserts. Children who 
are sweet-lovers usually cat an in- 
edequate diet, for normal children 
seldom crave sweets. 
The school day should start with 


a good breakfast consisting of pas- 
teurized milk, tomato juice or a 
citius fruit, an egg, and a whole- 
grained cereal or toast. Coffee has 
no place in the diet of children, 
for it tends to displace milk. 


Make Lunch Nourishing 
The school lunch should include 


pasteurized milk and a main dish 
of protein food, such as beans,.eggs 
macaroni or spaghetti made with 
cheese or moat. A thick meat soup 
is also a good main item, .and it 
may contain some vegetable. 


Whole-grain bread should be us- 


ed for at least one sandwich is the 
lunch is carried, and the sandwich 
filler should be egg, cheese, meat, 
fowl, or peanut butter.

Dewey supporters told a report- 
er the retiring army •chief of staff 
may become the strongest sort of 
a darkhorse contender if the New 
York governor is unable to break 
through the array of major candi- 
dates and favorite sons early in 
the convention.
